When this takes the extreme form 
of complete, though unconscious, 
Identification, so that the Individual 
feels, possessed of superior powers.

called the God Complex. The posses- 
sor of this complex sometimes open- 
ly proclaims himself to be God, 
whereupon profane hands selze him 
and limit the exercise of his omni- 
potence to the confines of o lunatic 
asylum, It/may, however, tuke a 
more subtle expression, one which 
fakes suMelent copnisance of reality 
considerations to preserve the in- 
dividual from such treatment. 

Thus the individual may proclaim 
himself to be an appointed leader; he 
will announce some divine mission, 
and at the worst be considered some 
kind of a crank. But when the in- 
dividual ts intelligent enough to us- 
sociate himself with a movement

The ordinary conceptions of truth 
and honour which may be prevailing 
at his time, do not apply to him. 
Such observances are for the ordin- 
ary run of mortals, not for him. Small 
wonder that German politicians have 
discovered to their cost that Hitler's 
promises nnd words of honour are 
worthless, 

One _ recollects his passtonnate 
avowal to Dr. Schweyer, the Mints- 
ter of the Interior at the time, that 
never in his life, let alone in the im- 
medinte future, would he nttempt a 
putsch. Nonetheless, a few months 
later, he broke his word und be- 
gan his Inglorious putsch of Novem- 
ber 1923. Then he solemnly swore to 
President Hindenburg that whatever 
the results of the elections in March 
1933 he would not alter the composi- 
tton of the Cabinet in favour of the 
Nuzi Party. This is reported by the 
author of the Berlin Dinries:— 

“Meissner (the President's Seere- 
tary of State) assured me that Hitler 
had solemnly sworn to the President 
In the presence of witnesses that, in 
the event of new elections to the 
Reichstag, he would retain all the 
Ministers ut present in the Cabinet, 
irrespective of the electlon results 


‘| and the sentiments In the Nazi Party. 


And when I enquired whether Hin- 
denburg und Melssner (elt justified in 
nttaching any Importance to Hitlers 
word of honour, Meissner wns very 
Indignant.” 

He, of course, used the terror elec- 
tions of March 1033 to replace the 
most important minlsters ‘with his 
Nuzi friends. How “important" Hit- 
ler’s word of honour is, foreign 
statesmen have since discovered also. 

We can see how what psychological 
factor ‘has recelved exceptional em- 
phasis in the case of Hitler. Hitler 
has formed, in his unconsclous mind, 
a strong identification between him- 
self and a magnified super-cgo. The 
consequence 1s that he adopts an at~ 
titude towards the rest of his fel- 


-low-men of an almighty father whoso 


will Is Inw, and who can vouchsafe 
protection only when implicitly 
obeyed. - 

Hitler scems to possess, to an ex- 
treme degree, all those ‘qualities 
symptomatic of this complex. For this 
reason, it is convenicnt to make the 
following comparison, between some 
well-known characteristics of Hitler, 
and an account of the pecullarities 
associated with the God Complex, 
given by Dr. Ernest Jones.

shed In the “International

Even the most trivial pleces of in- 
formation about himeelf, those which 
an ordinary man secs no object in 
keeping to himself, are invested with 
a sense of high importance and are 
purted with only under some pres- 
sure... Thus he never spontane- 
ously refers to his family, speaking 
of them reluctantly when any en- 
guiries are made about them.”

It ja well known that Hitler's child- 
hood fs wrapped in obscurity. His 
own memoirs omit to mention the 
existence bf every member of his 
family, nnd the number of times hin 
futher married. Even about his name 
there Is n. great deal of uncertainty. 
It seems to have been transformed 
from Schicklegruber to Hiedler and 
finally to Hitler, Every. biographer 
has pronounced on the vagueness 
surrounding his orlgins, 

Thus Rudolf Owen says, “It is re- 
mariable how vague and uncertain 
everything is that has been said and 
printed about Adolf Hitler's private 
history. From his very name down- 
wards, no! is certain—p great re- 
mains datk, dndmllch has been in- 
tentionally”pbscufed,, As o histori- 
cal soured, vOwn' memoirs = are 
even less xéliabld: than the general 
run of political polemics.” 

The mystery ‘nbout his birth nn- 
lurally lerids itself to. legendary 
stories.

As Dr, Jones writes: “Such an 
individual appears not the snme as 
other mortals, he Is something apart 
and n certain distance must be pre- 
served between him and then.” 

Hls inaccessibility has now become 
a byword in the Natlonnal Soclulist 
Party. “Soon,” says Rudolf Owen, 
“the Leader managed to envelop 
himself in no vell of mystery and to 
enst an intriguing darkness around 
his person. He could not see visitors. 
Hess, his private secretary, is sorry, 
but the Lender Is working at a book 
on ort. Sometimes, as Rohm com- 
plained, Hitler was not to be found.”

“Very characteristic is a lengthy, 
fnvolved and circuitous form of dic- 
tion that at times becomes so turgid 
and obscure as to render it really ims 
porsible for the reader to discover 
what ts meant . The .most im- 
portant part is not written at all, 
but instead ts constantly hinted at 
with repeated promises that it) will 
be disclosed on a further occasion,” 

It is diMcult to believe that the 
above docs not directly refer to “Mein 
Kampf." When Dr. Jones wrote it 
he could hardly hnve dreamt that it 
would describe so accurately a great 
deal of the political testament of a 
future dictator. Hitler's biographers 
assure us that the English rendering 
can give no idea of the execrable 
Innguaoge In’- which much ‘of “Mein 
Kampf" is written. We, give.a trans- 
lation below which is typical of the 
befogging style which Hitler uses:— 

“Protestantism in itself represents 
the considerations of Germanism bet- 
ter, as far os this es based fn its 
birth and later traditions altogether, 
but it fnils at the moment when ‘this 
defence of national interests must 
take place {n a domain which in gen- 
eral lines is either lacking in its con- 
ceptual.world ond traditlono! de- 
velopment or Is simply rejected for 
one reason or another.” 

And_ yet, as we hove noticed, Hit- 
ler can express himself forcibly and 
clenrly on the subject of propaganda. 
It apparently is the onc object which 
he understands thoroughly, and on 
which he can express himself with 
confidence. For the confused and 
tangled sentences of the bulk of his 
Book are ovidences of a lack of con- 
fidence which underlies his identi- 
fication with God. There is n deep 
sense of inferiority for which this 
identification is an ‘extreme attempt 
to compensate. We may note some 
symptoms of this sense of Inferlority.

Thus Mr. Eden said in 
the Houses of Commons, in connec- 
tion’ with the questlonnaire handed 
to the German Foreign Seeretary on 
May 7, 1036, “The British Ambas- 
sador in Berlin has already reminded 
the German Government on more 
than one occasion of the desire of the 
Government for an carly reply:... 
I am) not prepared to ark 
for an onswer any more."

SURVEY OF SAAR WAR FRONT 


VITAL IMPORTANCE 


OF NEW 


FRENCH 


OFFENSIVE 


‘London: Yesterday. 


AUTHORITATIVE MILITARY circles in Paris de- 
clare that the fighting on the Western front 
has definitely entered the phase of engage- 


ment. 


There have been engagements over 


the whole of the front, all in German territory. 
The Germans have counter-attacked in the Saar 
region and a large offensive is now in progress 
by the French near the town of Saarlouis, in a 
district which has not been mentioned in-des- 


patches before. 


The first important operation by 
the French advance guards (says a 
semi-oflelal review) resulted in’ the 
vecupation of the rich coal area of 
the Forest of Warndt. This 
followed by a French advance from 
Sarreguemines and Forbach on a 
front 12 miles long. 

Then came a German counter- 
attack near the Luxemburg frontier 
between ‘Slerck and Perl, as a result 
of which the French counter-attack- 
ed and pushed into German terri- 
tory. 

BIG SCALE BARRAGE 


Finnlly, the review continues, 
there was 0 counter-attack on a big 
scule, preceded by heavy artillery 
fire against French troop positions 
south of the river, during which 
German artillery constantly dropped 
a barrage on the rear of the French 
front line overlooking the heights 
dominating the Valley of the Saar.

Germuny's technique in dealing. 
with Poland is, as Mr. Chamberlain 
has pointed out, exactly the sume ox 
that previously used In relation to 
Austria, the Sudetenland and Cze- 
chosluvakin, The agents provoca- 
feurs yo‘in and do their work and 
German Broadcasting Stations and 
newspapers then take up the. cry of 
brutal treatment and oppression. 

Every other small state Is at the 
same time assured that it Is safe and 
that-Germany has no Intention of In- 
vading it; and so cach one fs dealt 
with in turn, until the menace ‘to 
Europe becomes obvious and Hun- 
gary, Rumunia, Yugoslavia, Holland, 
Belgiwn and Denmark begin to trem~ 
ble. 


War For Liberties 


We ore now waging a war for the 
liberties which still exist umong the 
kreat democratic nations und do not 
exist in Nazi Germuny that land of 
obedience as Herder called it. Ger- 
many says she is fighting to enforce 
her rights In’ Poland and lo prevent 
encirclement. It {s remarknuble how 
the fear of encirclement of Germany 
lias blinded her to the fact that this 
{s precisely what she aims at with 
regard to other countries, The ob- 
ject of helping Franco in Spain was 
to ensure that a hostile force would 
always threaten France from the 
South while Germany und Italy were 
to the cast and the routh-eaxt. Cze- 
cho-Slovakia was practically encir- 
cled by.Germany when Austrin was 
annexed, while Yugo-Slavia, with 
Czecho-Slovakia in the hands of 
Germany, and Albania in the hands 
of Italy, was ulso between pincers. 

The denunciation of the Polish Pact 
in April this year by Herr Hitler and 
the alllance with Russia incant that 
Poland was encireled and, as a re- 
sult, Beitain, France and Poland 
are now at War with Germany. . 

But wiwt are the srsults of this 
pact really likely to be? 

In ‘the first place, the “raison 
d’etrc" of the Nazi party's existence 
hus gone since the denial of its fun- 
damental principles has been pro- 
claimed. 


Nazi Position 


Loyalty to the party, which never 
comprised the whole nation, can no 
longer be expected and morally every 
member {s entitled to secede. The 
Russlun-German pact puts the Nazi 
organisation into a very dificult post- 
tion since it asks its members to be 
loyal to a principle which is the 
very antithesls of that for which the 
organfsation was established. It [y 
surely impossible that a society which 
was founded for one purpose should 
expect its members to remain active 
Supporters when the policy has been 
completely reversed? It Is as though 
tho leader of the Conservative party 
in Britaln were to osk all-tho mem- 
bers of that party to clear their minds 
of thelr cherished principles and be- 
come whole-hearted supporters of 
Communism, They would not like 
{t and they certainly would not and 
could'not possibly do it. It‘is. worth 
while at this moment to read what 
Hitler himgelf says about Commun- 
ism and about a treaty with Bolshe- 
vik Russian in Mein Kompt, “the 
Bible of Nazi Germany.” He says, 
“the prescnt rulers of Russia are 
blood stained ciriminals and that 

those who are In power in Russia 

to-day have no idea of forming an 
honourable allance’ or of remain- 

ing true to it If they. did." 

And again:— “The fact for forming 
an allfance of Germany with Russia 
would be a signal’ fot a new.

Position Forfeited 


In the second place, by this pact 
the “septic Influence” _of Russian 
with Russla, Hiller han‘ forfeited his 
position In Europe as tha defender of 
European civilisation against the 
-forces of Bolshevism. In the speech 
to the Reléhstag made as recently as 
April 28th, 1939, he says:— + 

“I resolved to answer the plea of 
General Franco to give him the tse 
sistance of Natlonal German Soclal- 
ism in countering the {nternatfonal 
support of the Bolshevik incendinr- 
Jen, 

“The Spanish people will aeclaim 
Franco as thelr deliverer from un- 
Speakable horrors and as the Mbera- 
tor of Spaniards from the hands of 
Russian incendiaries, who are estl- 
muted to have more than 778,000 
human lives on thelr conselence 
through executions and murderg 
alone.” : 

“If the — gub-human forces of 
Bolshevism had proved-victorious in 
Spain they might easily have spread 
across the whole of Europe.” 

The pact with Russiz Is a tragedy 
for Germany and plays directly into 
the hands of Russiu—Nitherto Rus- 
sin has apparently, wished for peace 
within her borders, but war outside 
them. for as the strength of the com- 
batants declines, her own Increases, 
It is after carnage and slaughter, the 
destruction of Property on a vust 
scale, the maining and suffering en~- 
dured in the war, that misery and 
disorganisation, unemployment and 


By PROFESSOR 
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<liscontent becuuse ‘of poverty arise, 
and the country becomes the best 
seed-bed for communlstic doctrines. 
Russiu, by making it Possible for the 
powers to fight, makes herself secure 
from attack for many years and nt 
the same time brings about condi- 
tions favourable to the doctrines she 
accepts. This was precisely the sit- 
uation in Germany after the last war 
and was -forescen by Hitler himself 
48 a probable result of another 
European war on a grand scale. 


What of Italy 


In the third place, what of Maly? 
If no moral clalm now rests upon 
Nazis to remain members of their 
party, there Is certainly none upon 
Italy to support Germany in the pre- 
sent war. Ag the Naz! party came 
Into power to suve Germany from 
Communism and rallied.to its ‘ban- 
ner milHons of Germans who were of 
this mind, so the Rome-Berlin axis 
existed to ensure that this “Desti- 
ence” would be held in check with 
greater certainty, The basis of the 
alllance was destroyed when Ger- 
many signed the pact with Russia 
and for “taly to support Germany 
now would be grossly {:mmoral. 

- The conscience of Italy must re- 
volt against such an jdea. No nation 
was ever more justificd fram the 
moral standpoint, in dissociating It- 
self from {ts ally, In fact, failure to 
take such action would brand Italy

Lahour Policy 


The policy of the Labour Party In 
England ts frequently blamed for 
having depriving Britatn of the mili- 
tary, naval and air power which 
would have made her diplomacy 
effective, At lenst it was a noble 
gesture in disarmament which it wag 
hoped would be followed elsewhere. 
The money 60 saved, however, was 
devoted to those social services 
which sy rapidly expanded in Brit- 
uin—education, public health, na- 
tlonal Ipsurance, playing fields and 
housing. Ono result of this is a 
united and contented nation with 
comparatively high living standards, 
and greatly improved physique; re- 
cently the medical outhoritles were 
astonished when the militin was call- 
ed up to find that 80 to 90 per cent.

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FOOD CONTROL 


HE Food Controller's Order, fixing price levels, has 


gone far towards curbing undisguised profiteering, | 


without eliminating the causes for public complaint al- 
together. Devices for evasion of the brake which Govern- 
ment intended to apply are many, the simplest expedient 
being that of having no stock when fuss-making cus- 
’ tomers known to proprietors enquire for commodities on 
which high prices have been maintained. In the public 
markets, where it should be possible to exercise stronger 
measures of control, small attention has been paid. 


This is, in part, public failure as much as an official 
failure. It might fairly be contended that public apathy 
towards clear breaches of an Order which was introduced 
in their interests, and as a result of their outcry, justifies 

an official attitude of “neutrality.” Because there has 
been a scaling down of prices over a wide range of food- 
_ stuffs, individual reluctance to make a public issue of a 
single known breach, with the attendant police court 
. publicity, has become operative, with the result that com- 
pradores are “getting away with it.” There should be no 
. need for emphasis as to the danger of this attitude. First 
cost factors are certain to create an acute problem in the 
. very near future, particularly, if it is true, as asserted in 
trustworthy quarters, that wholesale merchants are hold- 
ing back stocks until the agents’ quotations rise. If, on 
any pretext or excuse, a wide latitude is permitted to-day 


in carrying out an Order which could not be more specific | 


in its terms, a chaotic situation may. well develop when 
retailers genuinely cannot conform without selling newly 
ae supplies at a loss, which they will not do for very 
long. ; : : 


Whether the official attitude is correct is quite an- 
other matter. An Order has been made and Government 
is not wholly absolved, by a certain tremulousness in 
public spirit, from an effort to carry it out. Indeed, the 
outlook is such, or promises to be such, that it is not too 
early to suggest that plans should even now be devised 
for giving effect to the full powers conferred on the Food 
‘Controller. The normal needs of the Colony are not dif- 
ficult to ascertain. From the point. of determining. re- 
quirements, the Food’ Controller might well-proceed to 
absolute control of distribution and sale from the moment 
of importation, If the Chinese retailers or middlemen 
‘had shown any real sense of responsibility in these dif- 
ficult times, the suggestion would not be necessary.. But

It may be a false conception of the 
scope and opportunity that offers for 
Intensive activity, but the public atti- 
tude, because It has not been, taken 
into official confidence, is undoubted~ 
ly represented - by the outburst of 
Lord Beaverbrook's paper, the 
“Evening Standard: “What kind of 
a war js this?

There is, however, good reason to 
hope that if we take long views, 
changes will be found to be on the 
whole for the better, and it js al~ 
most certain that If, as science thinks 
Probable. our race is nearer !ts be- 
ginning than {ts end, there will be 
flowering times of genlus and 
achlevement in the future not less 
Rlorious than in the past. 

Belief in temporal progress is not 
an Integral part of Christianity, and 
we must not hope that Providence 
will save us from the consequences 
of our moral and intellectual errors, 
But falth will help us to bear our 
troubles, und to believe that they 
will always be bearable. In the 
{ruly religious mind there is an ulti- 
mate optimism which gives courage 
to overcome superficial pessimism.

‘Modern’ 


"Modern political propa- 
ganda is an art which dates 
from the beginning of this 
century. Before that the 
methods of exhortation and 
persuasion were, of course, 
widely used in politics, and 
so was the device of forming 
opinion by the deliberate 


spreading of rumours. 

But for Inck of our modern fucili- 
ties they were slow in action, em- 
ployed as n rule ugainst governments 
rather than by them, dependent on 
chance enthusiasts, und therefore a 
sporndie rather than a constant {actor 
in the life of a community. A group 
of propagundists -fclt that they had 
done very well if ofter twenty years 
of agitotlon they had succeeded in 
badgering a government to enact 
some part of the reform they wanted. 

In the last quarter of a century 
the whole picture has changed. Poll- 
tical propaganda has become the chief 
internal weapon of governments, and 
it is employed not only to persuade a 
suMecient number of people that a 
particular course of nection fs expedl- 
ent or right, but to keep whole popu- 
lations in a complete, and, it Is ap- 
parently hoped, a perpetual emo- 
tional subjection. 


LESSON FROM THE 
SUFFRAGETTES 


The actual methods now so widely 
used were first made use of by 
Suffragetter. They introduced the 
practice of advertising a politlenl 
movement by deliberate “publicity 
stunts" as an adjunct to the preach- 
ing of its doctrines. Such devices as 
chaining one woman to. the railings 
In Downing Street and posting an- 
other o8 a parcel addressed to the 
Prime: Minister—their processions, 
their window-smashing, their self- 
imposed martyrdoms—would all have

commended theniselves (Uf used by 
hls own side) to an up-to- -date Minl- 
ster of Propaganda. * 

The Suffrarettes also adopted, for 
use among their own followers as 
distinct from the publle the same 
means for whipping up excitement, 
the same emotional appeals for sacrl- 
fices, the some technique for arous- 
ing Irrational hostility agalnst thelr 
opponents as the Nnzi leaders employ 
to keep thelr followers in order. 
Theirs was in fact, towards the end, 
an organisation run on Fascelst lines 
and characterised by an authen- 
tlenlly Fascist violence and emotion- 
alism and exuggeration. 

Their movement also displuyed, on 
nosmall scole, the phenomena of 
passionnte devotion to in lender, 
purges of dissentlents and kubjection’ 
of the rank and file to which we have 
become accustomed In the absolutist 


States. 

DIFFERENCE 
The Suffrngettes’ differed from 
existing propagandists in the

ns on means of influencing opinion. 
Wext, the arguments they addressed 
to the public were on the whole not 
of this emotional type, but were in- 
tended to, and generally did, present 
accurate facts and figures which 
could make a valid appeal to the 
reason of their audiences, 

Further, though they treated their 
enemies badly, they, treated them- 
selves worse. 

Whereas the leaders asked, or vir- 
tually compelicd their own members 
to risk their health and even thelr 
lives, they took great care not to 
endanger the persons of their oppon- 
ents. 

Lastly, their movement was direct- 
ed to the attainment of a particular 
reform and drew Its strength from 
the opposition shown to this reform. 


“ DOCILE MASS 


. It was essentlally ephemeral ond 
sectional, and could not therefore 
develop the features which are shown 
by grent national parties sceling to 
maintain themselves in power. 
Nevertheless in many of its aspects 
it was a remarkable forecast of Nazi 
methods and mental attitudes. 
Governments also use propaganda 
nowadays to secure ephemeral and 
individual results. Germans ‘are 
persunded to believe that the Catholic 
priesthood Is'u sink of immorality; 
Russiuns that the capitalist coun- 
tries are inferior to thelr own in 
every respect. But where the new 
methods are most thoroughly applied, 
the malin object is to turn the people 
into n docile muss, obedient to the 
will, or what Is taken to be the will, 
of onc man, ready to believe and 
capable of entire disreford of their 
individual and sectional interests. 


AMAZING RESULT 

To an amazing extent these at- 
tempts scem to be successful, During 
the last twenty years we have seen 
whola populations strip themselves, 
or consent to being stripped, of al- 
most every form of freedom whirh 
their fathers held to be good. They 
have given up their right to chose 
their own rulers, to express their 
own opinions, fo be told the truth 
about matters whith concern them, 
to organiso in thelr own economic 
interests and to educate their chil 
dren according to thair own beliefs. 

Dreading war, the Germans 
consented to prepare’ and to 
be drilled, for war, as no 
nation since the dnys of the 
Spartans hos ever been drilled. And 
they did-all this not with a grudging 
nequieseence, or in the hope that it 
might prove to be a temporary phase, 
but in many Instances with ardour. 


On the surface these results can] . 


only be attributed to the sicilful use 
of propaganda. They certainly do not 
flow from personalities, Hitler, Signor 
Mussolini, Ataturk, Dr, Salazar are 
ly remarkable men, but thay have 
ttle in common. Thelr imitators ore 
a very mixed, but not a very distin- 
guished lot whose equals can be 
found in any age of. European his- 
tory. The dictatorship of the pro- 
Ictarlat in Russla, with Its Ieader- 
Agurd Stalin, falls into a class by it- 
self. 
PROPAGANDA AS 
' A WEAPON 

Nor is it possible to say that 
the. peoples which have accepted 
dictators are similar in temperanient 
or traditicn. No two European na- 
tions are less olike than the Italians 
and the Germans. At the relevant 
moment of their historles, when the 
dictatorships were ¢stablishing them- 
selves,‘ Italy was a victorious nation, 
while the Germars had. not only 
been completely defented, but dis- 
armod and. kept «. for .twelve! years 
under’ an. irritating: form: of super- 
vision. 

Az Hitler himself : hag sald, pro-: 
pagando is a terrible weapon, and 
he, for ono, belioves that by its use. 
any desired ne in opinion and 


feeling can be achieved. 

If ‘thls were the whole truth the 
outlook would be disturbing. 

A clvillsed people, that is to say a 
people cqulpped with modern wea- 
pons of war, has no defence against 
its awn government ns long as that 
government enn count on the obedl- 
ence of an undefeated urmy. And If 
in any and every country a “Fascist" 
group has only to achieve power by 
some accident or intrigue and ‘hold 
it by force for a yeur before it can 
persunde the whole natlon to rejoice 
in a pennmancnt autocratic regime, 
the future of democracy must Indeed 
seem doubtful. If he had only to set 
up his Ministry of Propaganda for all 
the rest to follow, surely we should 
ull be preparing ourselves to wor- 
ship Sir Oswald Mosley, But is the 
power ‘of propaganda In fact so 
reat? Few Englishmen at any rate 
can believe that it Is, or Sir Oswald 
would find more followers. 


FAULTY 
PSYCHOLOGY 


The theory of the omnipotence of 
modern propaganda rests on a faulty 
psychology—overlooks certnin fac- 
tors in the make-up of the human 
mind, 

It may. be cither that it will only 
work: in certain circumstances, or 
that its initial success cannot be 
maintained or that the very results 
of its influence turn out tobe a fatal 
handIeap to the community which 
is affected by them 

The writer believes that if these 
problems are considered in the light 
of the knowledge which we possess 
to-day of the workings of the human 
mind, we shall be able to come to 
certain fairly definite conclusions. 

These ure, roughly, that the 
efficacy of modern propaganda fs 


limited to certain elreumstances so 
thet it will be resisted whert 
those circumstances do not exist. 
Secondly, that the methods them- 
selves—at any rate those employed 
by Hitler—tle the hands of those 
employing them so that they can 
be used for the spread. of a certain 
group of doctrines, which necessarily 
include militarism, cconomle nation- 
alism, national megalomania, and 
blind, exaggerated falth in a Fuchrer, 
And thirdly, that) the changes 
brought obout in the characters of 
peoples by these methods are of such 
a nature that regimes bused upon 
them are not likely to continue for 
very long: either they must retrace 
thelr steps, or they, will decay, or 
perlsh by violence!

“One of the most distressing char- 
acter-traita of the type under con- 
sideration ta the attitude of disinclina- 
tion towards the acceptance of new 
knowledge.

Compare this with Hitler's proud 
boast that since 1914 he hus not, 
changed his personal views. "I 
studied the aims, the strug 
gles and the success of Bis- 
murck’s special legislation (against 
Soclalism), My study gradually gave 
me principles of granite for my own 
convictions—su much so that since 
then I have never had to think of 
changing my personul views on the 
question,” 

This is u confession that having 
decided carly tn life to oppose Mnr- 
xism, Hiller then closed his mind to 
ult contrary ideas. The post-war 
struggles for Socialism, the German 
revolution of 1918, the success of the 
Russian revolution, were all unavall- 
ing to shuke his “granite principles.” 
To have wavered would have meant, 
at the sume time, denylng the feel- 
ing of omnisclence which forms part 
of his identification with God.

Hitler has identified 
himself, in his unconscious mind, 
with God and the Jews with the 
forces of avil, the Devil. He thus 
‘eels thut, In combating the Jews, he 
S saving humanity from evil. S 

This saving fantasy on the part of 
ditler is fanatically expressed in his 
autobiography, in the following sen- 
tences: * - ‘ ; 

“If the Jew, with the help of his 
Marxian creed, conquers the nations 
of this world, his crown will be the 
funeral wreath of. the human race, 
and the planet will drive through the 
ether once again empty of mankind 
as it did millions of years ago. Eter- 
nal nature takes inexbrable ‘revenge 
on any usurpation of her realm. Thus 


M | did I now believe that I must act in 


the sense of the Almighty Creator, 
By fighting ogainst the Jews I um
